LONDON, July 14.—Fierce counter attacks made by the Germans 
in an effort to reconquer some of the ground captured by the British 
‘in today’s drive were completely crushed by the British forces, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the war office tonight. On a front of 
four miles an advance of a mile in depth has been made. 

The text of the statement follows: / ; 

“It is now possible to give further details of the action begun at 
daybreak this morning. Having driven the enemy back, step by step, 
to his second system of defense, the period from July 11 to July 12 
Was mainly spent by our troops in bombarding formidable enemy 
positions and in making other necessary preparations for, a further 


advance, 


“This morning, after an intense bombardment, the assault was 


launched at 3.25 a.m. 


The enemy was driven from his trenches on 


the whole front of attack and many prisoners fell into our hands, 

**Wierce fighting continued all day, as a result of which we have 
steadily increased our gains, and are now in possession of the enemy’s 
second position from Bazentin-Le-Petit to Longueval, both villages 
inclusive, arid the whole of the Trones wood, 

‘In the Trones wood we released a party of the Royal West Kent 
Regiment who, separated from our troops in the recent fighting, and 
surrounded by Germans, had held out in the northern end of the 


wood for 48 hours. 


“Two determined counter attacks on our new positions were com- 


plttely crushed by our fire. 


Later in the day, after a fierce counter 


aitack, the Germans succeeded in recapturing the village of Bazentin- 


Le-Petit, but were at once driven out again by our infantry,

whole village is once more in our hands.”’ 


BRITISH STAFF SHOWS GREAT 
ELATION OVER LATEST VICTORY 


Great Concentration of British Artillery Upon German Trenches Pre. 


pares the Way For Advance—Magnifi 


cent Spectacle of the 


Attack and Capture of Trenches is Described by 
Associated Press Correspondent

BRITISH FRONT, in France, July 
14, via London.—Evyen the phlegmatic 


British generals and staff officers are 
showing elation over the results this 
morning of the night attack against 
the German second line, although 
careful to state that the great task 
ugainst a powerful foe is only barely 
started, Soon after daylight the joy- 
ful news of the British success slippel 
into a telephone message over the area 
cecupied by the British army. 

As a spectacle to an eyewitness, this 
action of the second big stage of the 
battle of the Somme surpassed that of 
July 1. Taking needed ground for or- 
ganizing new trenches and throwing 
out small parties, who dug themselves 
in, the army has been gradually gain- 
ing a position from Ovillers, La Bo'r- 
selle and Montauban, a distance of 
four miles, from which to deliver a 
blow, and at many points were within 
200 yards of the German _ position. 
Meanwhile the shells of the British ar- 
tillery could be seen cutting the wire 
and making thorough preparations, of 
which General Sir Douglas Halg, the 
British commander, insists there is 
evidenée on every hand. 

“Tomorrow morning at three,” came 
the laconic word yesterday evening 
preceded by the usual intensive pre- 
liminary bombardment, only uw little 
hotter,” 

Ground gained by the British on 
July 1 and in subsequent operations 
gave the Associated Press observer a 
viewpoint from which the whole line 
of attack could be seen. The faint 
moonlight enabled the gunners to 
dimly see their work, the infantry and 
the nature of the ground. “This is 
real daylight saving,” said one of the 
gunners, 

Concentration of Guns 

Seemingly as the observer pushed 
audaciously close to the German line, 
there was the greatest concentration 
of guns of all calibres probably ever 
made in a given area. Vire behind the 
German trenches gained on July 1 
darted the dagger flashes through a 
blanket night. One, two, three, four, 
battery after battery was shooting at 
high speed, from the bottom of the 
hillside to the top. The scene of artil- 
lery power was no less indescribable 
than the thrilling suggestion of the 
waiting infantry battalion lines which 
were seen going into position before 
the battle, 

At the moment the assault started ft 
seemed there was no interval in thelr 
thunders as the guns moved forward 
their curtain of shell bursts in front 
of the first wave of infantry advancing 
across the zone between their trenches 
and the German lines,

In the direction of Longueval a big 
fire was seen, [t was the village and 
a storehouse Durning as the bright 
spot was growing to a steady point in 
the field of gun flashes, Then soaring 
heavenward went a rocket signal 
Ught which gave the positions gained 
in the attack. Commanders in the 
rear answered with other signals, 
while what had been the German 
strongholds half an hour or an hour 
before were burning red patches, 
spread with the sparks of Roman can- 
dies, This method of communica- 
tion is a difficult part of the business 
of directing an army imder cover of 
darkness, At the first flush of dawn 
the first British aeroplane came sail- 
ing from its aerodrome toward the 
German lines, and the sausage observ- 
ation balloons rose together into the 
air in a vague scene of oblong and 
grotesque monitors. Out of the blan- 
ket where the guns were flashing rose 
the while slashes of the maze of old 
German trenches, the ribbons were 
roads, and finally the dark masses 
became Mamety and other now fam- 
ous woods and the gaunt finger points 
the trunks of trees which had shaded 
highways, but were now denuded of 
limbs by the shel] fire. 

While the smoke barrages from the 
British lines were carried by favor- 
able winds, and the chelis made other 
points of the line indistinct the ridge 
of Longueval, where the British bur- 
rowed forward against commanding 
positions and stubborn, cunning and 
brave foe, was seen distinetly to be 
in their position. More lines of troops 
were moving to the German curtains 
of shell fire to the support of those 
who had gained the hotly desired 
summit, and were now looking down 
hill where the German guns are hid- 
den, and with the Bapaume ridge in 
the distance, Behind them was the 
organization which had plotted the 
action of the army, and back of those 
were battalions awaiting their orders.

GERMAN LINE. 
IS BOMBARDED 
BY BELGIANS 


This May Mean Another Attack 
On West End of Line 
Is Planned 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
PARIS, July 14—The French 
bombardment along the Belgian 
front has reached a point of the 
greatest intensity, according to 
the French war office tonight. The 
text of the statement follows: 

“The day passed relatively calm 
on the whole French front. 

“The Belgian communication: 
‘Artillery duels occurred at dif- 
ferent points of the front, particu- 
larly in the region of Steen- 
straete. At this point the strug- 
gle reached a point of the greatest 
intensity during the afternoon,’ ” 

This announcement receives ad- 
ditional significance, as, for more 
than a week, the Belgians have re- 
ported a persistent and destruc- 
tive bombardment directed against 
the German fortifications. These 
announcements dre similar to 
those made by the British pre- 
ceding the opening of their great 
offensive, and may possibly indi- 
cate that another big forward 
movement by the allies may be at- 
tempted at the extreme western 
end of the battle line. 


SECOND LINE 
WAS WEAKER 
-THANFIRST 


British Advance Provides Theme 
For Exultant Comment of 
British Press 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 15—The new British 
advance on the western front provider 
the theme for exultant comment in the 
morning papers. 

“The situation of the German army 
is very critical,’ declares the Daily 
‘Telegraph. 

The Daily News, under the caption, 
“the breaking lines,” says: “The com- 
parative ease with which the second 
lines have been forced lends counten- 
unce to the belief that they were not 
as strong as the first lines undoubted- 
ly were, It may be that the worst and 
heaviest task was achieved with the 
carrying of the first lines, which the 
Germans are said to have held to be 
impregnable, The important thing ts 
to retain in true perspective the nature 
and objects of this western offensive. 
It is not intended to be a knockout 
blow, and if the German lines do 
crumble sensationally that will be a 
success not contemplated in the orig- 
inal design. That design is to wear 
down the enemy, partly by the mere 
slaughter and capture of his effectives 
and party forcing him to keep his 
slender reserves continually in motion 
to meet incessant attacks, delivered in 
widely distant areas. As far as can 
be judged, this plan of operations is 
succeeding perfectly.” 

While the note of the editorials is 
optimistic, they generally add the cus 
tomary warning to the British public 
not to attach too much importance to 
this success, 

The Daily Express comments: 
is necessary once more to warn 
over-sanguine not to  under-estimate 
the enemy's capabilities of resistance. 
The Germans are brave, stubborn and 
a highly organized people, bred in 
traditions of war. Our goal is almost 
in sight, but the last round of the fight 
will be the hardest,”

CHARLESTON, 8.C., July 14—The 
big naval collier Hector, carrying sixty 
marines, in addition to her crew of 70 
men and 12 officers, sank off Charles- 
ton late today, accordnig to a report 
tonight from Capt. Hunt, of the tug 
Vigilant, which tried to get to the dis- 
tressed boat's assistance. He was un- 
able to say whether those aboard 
escaped, The steamer Alamo had been 
standing by the collier today, having 
responded to her calls when she be- 
came disabled some 60 miles off dur- 


ing last night’s hurricane. The sea 
still was running high. 

The Hector left Po® Royai for 
Santo Demingo yesterday. She at- 


tempted to put into port here when 
the storm disabled her, but, accord- 
ing to Capt. Hunt, went down about 
9% miles from the Charleston Hght- 


ship. Capt. Hunt said part of the col- 
lier’s superstructure remained above 
water, The Hector displaced 11,200 


tons, and was 384 feet long. 

Officials at the navy yard here late 
tonight announced that the crew of 
the naval collier Hector, reported 
sunk off here, has been taken off in 
amall boats, 


TROOPS HOLD

French National Holiday, Bastile 
Day, is Appropriately Cele.

CALGARY, July 14.—In honor of 
the national holiday of the French Re- 
public, the anniversary of the fall of 
the’ Bastile, some 8,000 troops from 
the neighboring Sarcee Camp march- 
ed through the city this afternoon in 
review order, The troops came 
through the heart of the business sec- 
tion, and the streets were lined for 
miles by crowds of citizens anxious to 
see relatives and friends as well as 
to witness the general spectacle.

The curtain was rung down last 
night on the summer fair of the Ed- 
montén exhibition association in the 
presence of « goodly crowd of citizens 
and country folk, who foregathered +o 
bid adieu to an event which will be 
looked back upon with pleasure and 
pride as one of the most satisfactory 
in the history of the association. Al- 
though no complete figures can yet be 
obtained there is no doubt the exhibi- 
tion has been a financial success, 
W. J, Stark, who, as manager, his car- 
ried the burden of responsibility, was 
unable yesterday to make any definite 
statement, but the tone in which he 
declared “It looks pretty good,’ to 
The Bulletin at midnight last night, 
indicated that he was satisfied there 
would be no deficit to announce when 
he meets the directors next week. 


But in the fulfilment of its main 
function, the development of competi- 
tion in live stock production, the fair 
has been an undoubted success. No 
one who saw nothing more than the 
parade of prize winners could contra- 
dict this. It was a striking and tangi- 
ble demonstration that the exhibition 
is living up to the purpose of its 
being, and yet the visitors to the 
grounds did not see any of those hum- 
ble but well-worth-breeding animals, 
the hogs, whose presence this yenr will 
in particular make the fair of 1916 one 
to be remembered. Live stock pro- 
duction is part of the warp and woof 
of the development of Northern Al- 
berta and to anyone who realizes this 
he he commercial man or agriculturist 
that the exhibition association had 
been able to have such a parade of an- 
imals at the present time must have 
been decidedly gratifying. 

The parade must be described as the 
feature of the afternoon, It was dif- 
ferent to what visitors had been seeing 
the rest of the week, and was an ob- 
ject lesson—especially in the cattle and 
egricultural horses classes—of what 
pure bred stock should look like. 
Headed by W. R. West, prestdent of 
the association, driving the Imperial 
Stables’ Lady Tuck and Sapphire in a 
mall phaeton, and brought up by 
D. W. Warner, Tofield, driving the 18- 
year-old Dell, the winner of the Fa- 
monton Humane Society's gold medal, 
it was a spectacle to arouse the en- 
thusiasm of any ordinary crowd, And 
it did. “Why, that’s worth the whole 
price of admission, exclaimed one 
man at the rails as the Clydesdales

LONDON, July 14.—-Appropriately, 
on the day of the French national 
fete, when every Londoner wore in 
his buttonhole a tri-color in honor 
of his ally, came the atirring news 
of a successful British attack on the 
German second line, which opened 
before dawn, and carried a number of 
new positions. 

The Agsociated Pross correspondent 
at the front’ describes the attack as 
surpassing that of July 1, ag a great 
spectacle and thrilling display of ar- 
tillery power, Characteristic of the 
fighting throughout the battle of the 
Somme, the Germans appeared to be 
unable to bring up sufficient reserves 
to make euccessful counter attacks, A 
second point which is emphasized by 
observers on the allied side ig that 
in fighting at close quarters the Ger- 
mans surrender freely. 

Fighting of Heaviest Kind. 

Despatches from Sir Douglas Haig 

and from the press correspondents 
show that the fighting has again been 
of the heaviest character. At one 
point the Germans, by a furious 
counter attack, succeeded in driving 
the British out of Baxinton Le Petit. 
They were immediately driven out 
again by a British infantry attack and 
the village remained firmly in .Britisn 
possession, 
* The day's fighting resulted in 
steady increase in British gains, le 
ing them in possession of the enemy's 
second position, from Bagentin Le Pe- 
lit to Longueval, both inclusive, and 
the whole of Trones wood. A number 
of prisoners were taken, including two 
colonels and other superior office 
According to press correspondents, 
fighting was continued -hotly late to- 
day, 

Bitter fighting 


was proceeding in 
the afternoon in the woods behind 
Longueval and on high points of a 
ridge occupied by the British during 
the day. According to the corres- 
pondents, the British suffered com- 
paratively small losses in the day's 
fightin 
Germans Seriously Threatened, 

The positions gained today leave 
the Germans seriously threatened at 
Pozieres, on the main road from Al- 
bert to Bapaume, while possession of 
the territory around Langueval brings 
the British advance into line with the 
French at Hardecourt. 

Further heavy British casualty lists, 
issued today, give the names of 104 
officérs killed, 311 wounded and 1,750 
men killed and wounded.

NEAR ERZERUM 


Most Important Russian’ War 
News Is Again Coming 
From Caucasus 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PETROGRAD, July 14 — On the 
Russian front the great battls of the 
Stokhod is still raging, with the issue 
remaining in the balance. The most 
important news from the Russian side 
is in regard to the operations in the 
Caucasus, The Grand Duke Nicholas 
reports continuous and substantial suc- 
cesses against the Turks, and is ap- 
parently launching another great of- 
fensive in the region of Erzerum and 
Baiburt, aimed at the very heart of 
the Turkish empire. A successful Rus- 
sian advance along this line would cut 
off the Turkigh armies in the south 
and again place Bagdad in jeopardy, 

Russian Report, 

PETROGRAD, July 14—A Teutgnic 
offensive near Stobychwa, northeast of 
Kovel, in an attempt «o drive the Rus- 
sians from the left bank of the Stok- 
hod Rivers failed, according to the 
statement given out tonight by the war 
office. The intensity of the fighting 
West of the Stripa River has lessened, 
The’ official statement roiiows: 

“Western Russian front: Southeast 
of Lake Narocz, near the Stakpovtzy 
farm, we attacked and put to flight 
German advance guards, On the left 
bank of the Stokhod, near the village 
of Zaretchie, south of Stobychwa, the 
enemy, under cover of artillery fire, 
took the offensive, but was driven bi&ck 
to the treiches, Enemy aeroplanes 
drbpped bombs in Lutsk and on the 
station of Kivertzk, northeast of Lutsk. 

“In the region to the southeast of 
the town of Svinionkhi, near the vil- 
lage of Pustomyty, the enemy fire i 
salvos from big and small guns, In 
the region to the west of the Stripa 
the intensity of the fighting lessened 
uppreciably.”

Modesty is a weakness when carried 
too far, Because Britons are playing 
the game in war as they play it ‘in 
peace, people ‘ave asking “What are 
the British doing?” Of course it is a 
bit of the German propaganda, It is a 
question of few words and is a God- 
send to such as have few thoughts. 
Often it is used as a stop-gap, without 
malice, by the mentally barren, Often- 
er it is dsked with definite motive, Tho 
German idea is that if the question 
is asked often enough Britain will lose 
prestige not only with neutrals, but 
with nations Whose battles she is fight- 
ing. 

Britain is not one of the allies. 
Britain is the Ally. Russia is fighting 
for Russia, France is fightin, for 
France. Italy is fighting for Italy. 
None of these is fighting for Britain, 
Nritain is fighting for all, The world Is 
not wide awake yet to the fact that 
Britain is fighting the world's battle. 
When Germany thinks of what would 
have happened if Britain had kept 
hands off, Germany gnashes her teeth. 
This gnashing process has been in 
progress for two years. Nature is so 
wise, so thoughtful. By the time Ger- 
many is without food, Germans will 
be without teeth,

What are the British doing? It is a 
wonderful story of achievement, 
Among Britain's millions there must 
be at least one man who Is able to tell 
this story as it should be told, This is 
mérely an attempt to give bare out- 
lines. Homer's fame has lasted through 
the ages because he told in wondrous 
verse of the downfall of a small town 
named Troy. Herodotus, who is called 
‘The Tatler of History,” and has been 
called “The Father of Lies,” told noth- 
ing to Compare with it, Search the 
works of the mighty among the Anc- 
jent Greeks and Romans and you will 
und that thelr fame rests upon tales of 
achievement that are as the strenuous 
efforts of pigmies when rated against 
the mighty and heroic deeds of Britain 
and the gigantic efforts of the British 
of today, Rome when Mistress of the 
World was to the Britain of todey as 
the village school is to Oxford, or 
Cambridge, Harvard or Yale. Of all the 
xingdoms of the.carth that bave amias- 
ed mankind not one had or has a his- 
tory so firmly packed with amazing 
und solid accomplishments as Brit- 
nin’s, Other nations have grown, stood 
still, or declined; only. Britain has 
forged ahead, slowly at times, but 
sieadily always. When an American 
works hard and steadily, without mak- 
ing proclamation of the fact, he is 
“gawing woo Britain is always 
“sawing wooc 

In the French school books of a few 
years ago, and perhaps of today, there 
was a question; “What is Britain?” 
The answer was; “A small island off 
the Northern Coast of France,” But 
for this small island off the Northern 
Const of France, there might not be 
a France today. 

But, ‘what are the British doing? 
aus, are furnishing, training and 
cquipping some hundreds of thousands 
of an army of more than five millions 
of vojefiteers, The British are rather 
retje@nt on the subject of patriotism as 

fey are on other matters of the first 
import, One hears much about patri- 
otism and the flag in the United States, 
but under the most direful circum- 
stances voluntary military enlistment 
has never been popular here, Since the 
beginning of history only Britain has 
been able to muster an army of mil- 
lions of volunteers. The State of 
Texas has more than double the area 
of all the British islands in European 
waters. When civil war broke out in 
the United States in 1861, President 
Lincoln {ssued a call for 75,000 volun- 
teers and got them quickly. The next 
batch were less eager, and it became 
evident that voluntary enlistment was 
not to the popular taste. Drafts were 
made. There were draft riots in New 
York and other cities. Many lives and 
tnuch property were sacrificed in thesy. 
Bounties were paid. These amounted 
to $1,000 to $1,600 per man, “Bounty 
jumping’ ‘became an industry. This 
happened in a republic which was 
fighting for ita existence, with the ene- 
my at its gates. When this country 
declared war against Spain, the presi- 
dent called for 75,000 volunteers, When 
the war was onded this quota had not 
been filled. In the Americar Civil War 
reither those who volunteered nor 
those who were compelled to shoulder 
a musket were asked to po beyond the 
criginal mits of their country. Brit- 
ein's volunteers offered themselves not 
to fight in Britain, but to go where 
Ltritain geaw fit, and fight for the salva- 
tion of other nations against a military 
jespotism that -wculd = enslave the 
world and turn into machines, 

What are the British doing? 

They are taking care that the foot of 
on enemy shall not tread upon British 
soil. There are Germans in France, in 
Kussia, in Italy, in Serbin, in Monte- 
negro, in Albania, The only Germans 
in Britain are German prisoners, and 
these are well sheltered and better fed 
than their compatriots in Germany, 
The British are in France and Bel- 
gium, They are holding the Germans 
in check from the shore of the North 
Sea to aepoint south of the River 
Sommg in France.

HOW TO AVOID TIRE TROUBLE. 

Remove any oil on the tires with 
coton waste damped in gasoline. Sec 
that the car does not stand in oil on 
the garage floor, 

Keep out of ruts, off car tracks, and 
don't drive through crusted snow, if 
avoidable. Ruts and hard snow chafe 
the side walls. Car tracks are ruinous 
to the tires and dangerous to the oc- 
cupants of the car. 

See that your brakes are adjusted 
properly. The detrimental effect on 
tires, caused by brakes being out-of- 
true, and by improperly adjustel 
steering gears, is surprisingly great. 

Don't guess at the air pressure in 
your tires—buy a rellable air gauge 
and use it regularly. Twenty pounds 
of air per inch of cross section is the 
proper minimum, Air is cheap—use 
plenty of it. 

Wash the tires regularly, 
careful to see that no water Is 
lowed to enter them, Always keg 
valve stem tight.
